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Gen. Eisenhower On Way To Europe To Organize Defense 


Gen. Eisenhower 
Sails For Europe 
To Head Defense 


Declares U.S. Has No 
Aggressive Purpose 
In Sending Troops

NEW YORK, Feb. 16 - 
Gen. Eisenhower sailed for 
Europe early today to assume 
active command of the west­ 
ern defense forces. In a sol­ 
emn mood, he described the 
job as “the most difficult and 
vitally important I have ever 
undertaken.” 
Sailing on the Queen Elizabeth 
with Eisenhower was his wife 
Mamie and members of his staff. 
The supreme commander said 
he had read the statement of De­ 
fense 
Secretary 
Marshall 
that 
100.000 American troops will be 
sent to Europe to aid in the de­ 
fense against Communist aggres­ 
sion. He said: 
No Aggressive Purpose 
“The United States has no ag­ 
gressive purpose in sending troops 
to Europe and everybody knows it, 
including the Russians. There is 
no excuse for Russia to consider 
the sending of additional Ameri­ 
can troops as an aggressive move 
on the part of this country.” 
American participation in the 
Atlantic Pact, Said Eisenhower.Js 
“enlightened 
self - interest.” 
added: 
. 
“I would like to get the job 
done'in these countries as quickly 
as possible. 
“I believe that if all the govern 
ments get in and do their share of 
the job it can be done. The free 
nations must stick together and 
establish the fact that we can all 
live together in peace and confi­ 
dence.”

Job Can Be Done 
Eisenhower declared, "If we can 
make all nations agree to this, 
and if everybody does his part, 
the job can be done.” 
Eisenhower’s departure was in­ 
tended to be secret and spokes­ 
men at Columbia and Washington 
professed yesterday to know noth­ 
ing about it. The Cunard Line re­ 
ferred all questions to the Defense 
department. 
However, word of Ike’s immi 
nent departure got around and 
when he arrived at the dock there 
were some 25 reporters and 75 
photographers waiting for him. 
Before sailing, Ike attended a 
Columbia university alumni ban 
quet in full uniform and wearing 
his medals. He is on leave as pres­ 
ident of Columbia.

J.S. Military Aid 
s Being Given 
Chiang Kai-Shek 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 16— (INS) 
An all-around increase was re 
ported today in the military aid 
and advice given by the United 
States to Chiang Kai-shek for the 
defense of Formosa. 
A steady stream 
of defense 
weapons has been flowing from 
the U. S. to Formosa since the 
Nationalists retired to the island 
stronghold from the Chinese main 
land. 
To Be Increased 
Now, apparently, the flow is to 
be stepped up and top U. S. offi 
cers in the area are reported head­ 
ing up an advisory group to aid in 
training and instruction in use of 
American equipment. 
Increased d e f e n s i v e aid to* 
Chiang has been recommended by 
Gen. MacArthur since his visit to 
Formosa last year. Congressional 
supporters of Chiang. such as Sen 
Knowland (R) Calif., and Rep 
Judd (R) Minn., also have asked 
that more aid be given the Na 
tionalists. 
No exact figures is available as 
to what the augmented aid will 
cost, but estimates are in the 
neighborhood of $50,000,000. 
Observers emphasized that pres 
ent U. S. policy restricts National 
ist aid to defensive weapons, and 
that the State Department has con 
sistently opposed the use of Na 
tionalist troops on the Chinese 
mainland.

Industry-Wide 
Textile Strike 
Affects 70,000

It was the first industry-wide 
strike in the eleven-year history 
of the CIO Textile Workers Union 
The union demands a 15 cents 
hourly pay hike for its members. 
The union is also demanding 
escalator clauses in the contracts 
geared to the cost of living and 
other financial benefits as well 
as holiday, vacation and welfare 
improvements. 
Picket Lines Formed

around the 160 mills affected by 
the strike, in New England, Mid­ 
dle Atlantic states and the south, 
preventing the day shifts from re­ 
porting to their jobs.

SLIGHT SAFEGUARDS 
In rewriting the bill to extend the reciprocal trade pro­ 
gram for three years the House of Representatives acted con­ 
trary to the desires of the president. As usual Mr. Truman 
wanted the measure passed just as it had been written. It 
would thus be, he declared, “a symbol of United States deter­ 
mination to lead in the cooperative effort to expand world 
trade.” 
Actually, the United States has had no exports—except of 
goods given away, or financed, by Washington—for 10 years. 
However, in spite of the administration’s protest the four 
amendments voted by the House do no violence to the bill’s 
underlying purposes. The purpose, for instance, of the “peril 
point” provision is to safeguard the interests of U.S. industries, 
workers and standard of living. 
It does not destroy the president’s power to negotiate 
trade agreements with other countries—despite misgivings as 
to how this may be used—but, under certain circumstances it 
does require that he present to Congress the reasons and justi 
fication for his action. If he cannot do that, he will deserve to 
be overruled. 
The three other amendments are similarly protective in 
nature. One has an “escape clause” under which the Tariff 
Commission will be called upon to investigate claims of injury 
to American industry arising from imports. Another stipulates 
that concessions on foreign farm commodities shall not apply 
unless the foreign product is sold above U.S. support price 
The third denies concessions to Communist or Communist-con­ 
trolled nations. 
It is difficult to uhderstand how anyone could object to 
the changes in this bill approved by the House, unless the ob­ 
jection is on the ground that they do not go far enough. 


CREDITOR’S USUAL FATE 
Although the United States is wilting to settle Russia’s 
$10,800,000,000 iend-lease account for $800,000,000—or less 
than 10 cents on the dollar—the Soviet press continuesio insist 
that Washington is not interested in reaching an agreement 
and is utilizing the long-drawn-out negotiations ‘‘for a further 
sharpening of the relations” between this country and Russia.

This move follows closely the transfer of two light cruis­ 
ers each to Argentina, Brazil and Chile at bargain rates. Plans 
also are in the works to station United States military mis­ 
sions in all 20 Latin American countries. 
The United States regards Latin America as a vital source 
of strategic materials and as a possible next-to-last line of de­ 
fense.

Be Some Changes Made? 


(By HOLMES ALEXANDER) 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 18.—Standard solution to any Wash­ 
ington problem is “Appoint an investigating committee”—Snd at 
last count tbe Defense Department had 12 separate committees at 
work on the military manpower problem. 
That give* you an idea of the housecleaning chores assigned to 
Assistant Secretary Anna Roaenberg, th* department’s manpower 
expart First she’ll have to sweep moct of these committees under 
the rug, and then she’ll swing her business-trained broom into the 
cobweb corners of stuffy military thinking. The last business-minded 
houseeleaner who tried it, Louis Johnson, got the bum’s rush by 
indignant generals, admirals and their newspaper cohorts. But Mrs. 
R., as a female of th* species, is going to try again. 
Basle Problem Presented 
Her basic problem, of course, is the big on* of World War III— 
how do we get the fighting men to match the Red hordes of filter- 
national Communism? Can we reorganize the armed forces so as to 
draw on th* over-populated rear echelons for combat troops? There 
are some plans in the making to do just that, but we must not expect 
Secretary Rosenberg to out-Russian the Russians in the matter of 
hustling military non-combatants to the front Unas. 
When the Soviets drove through East Germany in 1945 we teamed 
something of their methods. The Russian rear echelons were stream­ 
lined down to one main effort—the bringing up of ammunition. Very 
little was done about food—the Communist army Uved on the land. 
With no heavy bdmbers at the back bases, the Communists did not 
soften up targets by saturation raids to spare infantry casualties. 
Morale was not boosted by the arrival of headquarters officers to pin 
medals on the fighting men. No jeeps bounced through the shell holes 
with letters from home. No frontline Russian was happy in the thought 
that his home folks were protected from air raids to the limits of his 
government’s ability. Such anti-eircraft batteries as there were—not 
many—were operated by olvtUana and a part-time home guard. If a 
city, factory or defensive airfield was pulverised by unopposed German 
planes (as often happened), the losses were written off as pert of the 
front-line strength. 
To Recommend Methods 
No Pentagon reformer is going to recommend such methods of 
building up our combat unite. When you broach the subject of man­ 
power waste at the Pentagon, you are always invited to consider what 
this “waste” does for our side. In Korea we are killing at least 10 
Reds for every GI who give* up his life. We ere saving almost 99 per 
cent of the American wounded who reach a base Hospital. Although 
we have fought all over the world, American troops eat American food, 
smoke American cigarettes, read American newspapers and get letters 
from home. None of this could possibly be done if we streamlined our 
rear echelons to anything like Russian litheness. 
Moreover our front-line strength is limited by.the distance of the 
fighting front from the home front. We could save millions of man- 
hours in transport and paper work if we preferred to fight in North 
America, as the Russians always fight in East Europe. Another limita­ 
tion is the amount of training and repUcement which American 
standards require. Under the 11-month enlistment system, a soldier 
ia four months in basic training and two months in transit to his over­ 
seas post. Even when we suffer no battle losses, the 21-month enlist­ 
ment period requires the Army to count on about one replacement 
for every five men in uniform. 
% 
Area Is More Confined 
Thus the area in which Mrs. Roaenberg can houseelean ia more 
confined then we always admit. This fact does not mean that her 
job can't be done, for it must be done. But it means that she must bear 
down all the harder in areas where the manpower waste is subject to 
correction. Following ere some unofficial but probable places where 
her broom wlll find removable military cobwebs: 
1. The military craze for specialization: Staff officers today are 
not encouraged and seldom permitted to do anything beyond their 
specialty. Thus an intelligence officer, for instance, stands around 
while a supply officer is overworked. An adjutant does not leave 
his .paper work to help out. in communications or transport. Millions of 
military man-hours could be added to the total war effort by aome 
adjustments here. 
2. The military game of empire-building: From company head­ 
quarters to GHQ, every table of organization is based cm the aiaump- 
tion of maximum requirements. But the times when every head­ 
quarters Is busy every hour are few and far between. The trouble 
seems to be that every commanding officer, especially in the rear 
echelons, measures his self-importance by the number of subordinates 
on call .A severe pruning of the table of organization is indicated. 
3. The chairbome troops: Zone of Interior posts, especially in and 
near Washington, are not subject to the classification tests that are 
elsewhere applied. At present prices it costs an estimated $8500 a year 
to maintain a GI, and many are doing jobs that a high school girl 
could fill. It costs 130,000 to train a pilot. Many pilots now see no 
more of the sky than is visible through an office windowpan*. A re­ 
examination of desk jobs would yield much manpower. 
But even in these three categories, Secretary Rosenberg will find 
stern Pentagon opposition. A camel walks through the needle’* eye 
easier than a change takes place in the military mind.

However, figures 
for states and 
for most of the 
country’s larger 
cities have al­ 
ready been re­ 
leased. 
T Ife y 
are very signifi­ 
cant. Those who 
own their own 
business, inter­ 
ests in o t h e r 
busine s s e s, or 
make their liv 
ing by selling 
can save time 
and money by studying these cen­ 
sus firfhres. 
They give you, free 
of cost, 
elaborate 
surveys 
on 
quotas, 
routes, 
territories 
and 
other sales problems. 
When all 1950 census figures are 
released they will tell much on lo­ 
cal merchandising conditions and 
opportunities throughout the na 
tion. 
However, compiling census 
figures is a big Job and it will 
probably be many months before 
all details are published. 
Mean 
while, readers should watch for 
the preliminary summaries as they 
are released each month. 
, 
Population Increases 
On April I, 1950. our population 
was 152.340,000. Since then there 
have been 3.704.000 births and 1, 
461,000 deaths and a net emigra 
tion of 10,000. This gives us about 
double the annual gain of ten 
years ago. Those states possessing 
the advantage of a mild climate 
show the greatest population in­ 
creases. California is up 51.6 per 
cent from the 1940 level and is 
followed closely by Texas, Arizona 
and Florida. This increase of pop­ 
ulation is not coming from “play­ 
boys”. but from good substantial 
northern people who are retiring 
from work on pensions 
They 
make excellent citizens for any 
community. 
. 
Undoubtedly, the neiional trend 
is toward greater Increases in leis­ 
ure time. 
Firms engaged in the 
production of recreation equip­ 
ment will more than hold their 
own in the years to come. 
Not 
only in the above states but else­ 
where throughout the nation. 
States That Have Stopped Growing 
Nearly half of the states—22 to 
be 
exact—show 
population 
in­ 
creases below the national aver­ 
age in the ten-year period from 
1940 to 1950. Five states register­ 
ed actual population losses for the 
period. 
Many of these 27 states 
were sparsely populated anyway 
and their poor ehowing in this cen­ 
sus is due in part to the fact that 
proportionately the 
number of 
men they sent into the armed 
forces during the second world 
war was high. 
The gains in population by the 


far western states reflect clearly 
‘the wartime migration to the west 
coast to fill job« in the huge de­ 
fense establishments out there. 
California has the double advan­ 
tage of mild climate and plenty 
of Jobs for everyone. 
The Rural State« 
Many cannot understand why I 
continue to oall attention to the 
‘Magic Circle”, comprising the 
states of Iowa. Missouri, Arkanaas, 
Nebraska. Kansas and Oklahoma, 
as being “the richest in time of 
peace and safest in time of war”. 
They point out that three of these 
states—Arkansas. 
Nebraska 
and 
Oklahoma—actually lost popula­ 
tion during the past ten years, 
while the other three enjoyed only 
nomirufl increases, which in each 
case were far below the national 
average. 
The reason for this ap 
parent contradiction is that these 
six states have few large cities, 
Too many people foolishly con­ 
tinue to want to live in a large 
city. 
Numbers do not necessarily rep­ 
resent true progress 
The glrst 
consideration should be economic 
opportunity. I maintain that more 
economic opportunity exists in the 
more sparsely settled states. Read­ 
ers should not forget that food 
experts, economists and leaders in 
the conservation field consider the 
rural states the hope of North 
America in the years ahead. 
Re­ 
cent events have made it clear that 
our communist .enemies will try 
to destroy not only our position as 
a leading power but our very exist­ 
ence as a nation. 
It is not at all 
improbable that the large cities of 
the nation may someday be beg­ 
ging the rural sections for life and 
protection.

TAKE GOOD CARE OF SPRING 
LAMBS 
Present prices for woo| and 
lambs, and for breeding stock, 
put a premium on good sheep man­ 
agement. There probably never 
was a time when the value of 
breeding ewes was as high as at 
present, nor when it has been 
more important too take good care 
of the spring lamb crop.

Penn State Extension Live­ 
stock specialist, suggested these 
three practices for more*profitable 
farm flocks. 1. Give the ewes 


SODS AGAIN FACTOR IN TOP 
CORN YIELD 
As in each of the preceding two 
years the club was in operation, 
use of sods in the crop rotation 
proved an important factor in 
top yields reported in the 1950 
Pennsylvania Corn club. 
First-place winner, Willard S. 
Schwager, Lansdale. Montgomery 
county, who harvested 137.4 bu­ 
shels per acre, plowed down a 
year-old timothy-alfalfa sod in a 
three-year rotation. He also ap­ 
plied 15 loads of cow manure per 
acre, and before plowing broad­ 
cast 800 pounds per acre of 30 
per cent ground rock phosphate. 
Second-place winner, M. Dice 
Statler, Chambersburg, R. D. 6,

Corn club aims to stimulate in­ 
terest in better corn growing prac­ 
tices. 
Top yields in 1950 were not up 
to those of the preceding two 
years, largely as a result of un­ 
favorable weather conditions dur­ 
ing much of the growing season. 
Of 248 farmers who registered 
their stands on August 1, 159 had 
their yields checked (from 5-acre 
plots), and 139 of these received 
recognition for having produced 
75 or more bushels per acre.

Sixty-four employes of Sears 
New Castle store have'accumulat­ 
ed $9,610.23 In the “Savings and 
Profit Sharing Pension Fund for 
Sears, Roebuck and Co. Employes” 
for the year 1950, N. A. Fleck, 
store manager, announced today 
at a meeting of the store’s fund 
members. 
The 
employe-members 
w e r e 
called together to receive their 
a n n u a l 
Individual 
statements. 
These statements show the extent 
to which each member is sharing 
in the company’s 1950 profits. 
According to Mr. Fleck, this lo­ 
cal employe group has to its cred­ 
it in the fund 2,200 shares of 
Sears stock plus a cash balance 
of $30,169.33. 
Based on a year- 
end market value of $52.50 per 
share for Sears stock, this group 
now has a total investment worth 
$145,672.48. 
Total current assets of the fund 
have reached $349,400.000 (based 
on a year-end market value of 
$52.50 per share). Of this amount 
only $55,200,000 represents depos­ 
its from the wages and salaries 
of the 104,104 employe members 
in the fund. 
The total holdings of the fund 
now approximate 23 per cent of 
the company’s stock. 
The 
Sears fund—which w a s 
started 35 years ago—has s two­ 
fold purpose, Mr. Fleck explained. 
One 
is 
to 
permit employes to 
share in the company’s profits and 
the other to assist them in cre­ 
ating a financial reserve which will 
help take care 
of their needs 
following their eventual retire­ 
ment from business. 
All regular Sears employes are 
eligible to join the fund after one 
year with the company. 
Employe members of the fund 
denosit five per cent of their sal­

So far, so good. Art is long and 
fashion fleeting. 
If a museum 
hangs a picasso there’s no reason 
it can’t hang a dress. 
My only 
complaint about the Met round-up 
of buttons and bows is that the 
show confines itself strictly to the 
splendid vestments worn by wom­ 
en of great wealth and fashion 
from the gay nineties though the 
1930s. 
I got no kick of Mrs. William 
Astor out-dressed her own horse 
in a Worth ball gown of white 
satin trimmed with jet and crim-' 
son velvet in 1899 or that Mrs. 
Harrison Williams and the Duch­ 
ess of Windsor have given the 
museum Paris creations bought in 
the ’thirties that make a bum out 
of both Solomon and the lilies of 
the field. 
If not the best dressed, no one 
will deny that these ladies have al­ 
ways been among the most dressed. 
One Failure Noted 
No, my objection to the mu­ 
seum’s fashion show is that it 
fails to include a representative 
feminine wardrobe of the mid­ 
twentieth century. 
I do not think 
the museum can afford to over­ 
look the wardrobe of Mrs. John 
Doe and her daughter Dotty as we 
enter the century two-way stretch, 
the age of inflation and S1.J0 per 
pound hamburger.
